2,800 SERVICE 
STATIONS LISTED 
IN NEW BOOKLET 


Flint. Mich., July IO.—More than 
2,800 dealers’ service stations are 
listed in a booklet released to car 
owners throughout the country by 
the Buick division of General Mo­ 
tors in preparation for the summer 
touring season. 
The service points are listed by 
cities and states, including Alaska 
and the District of Columbia, and 
provide a quick reference to the 
traveling motorists. A million copies 
are being distributed to car owners. 
A feature of the booklet Is a sec­ 
tion devoted to ready ’ identification 
of highway traffic signs and tips on 
safe driving. 
“Being a careful driver, you prob­ 
ably pay close attention to signs,” it 
says. “But do you know how to read 
them before you see the lettering? 
It’s simple, once you are familiar 
with the five standard shapes. 
“The octagonal sign for STOP 
means dangerous corner, through • 
traffic, stop street, Junction. 
“The 
circular sign for STOP 
means railroad crossing. 
“A tilted square means slow for 
curve, hill, dangerous corner, detour, 
soft shoulders, dip, narrow road. 
And remember, slow down before 
you come to curves, not on them. 


Use second gear on steep hills. 
Should you find yourself on a soft 
shoulder, don’t use brakes or dis­ 
engage clutch; simply remove your 
foot from the accelerator and let 
your car slow down naturally before 
pulling bark on the road. 
“A regular square sign Indicates 
information: cross road, men wcffk- 
ing, hospital zone. Usually this sign 
gives you a hint to slow down. 
“An oblong sign carries directions: 
keep right, no left turn, distance 
into town, speed limit. 
“Of course you already know the 
arm signals required for safe driv­ 
ing: arm upward for right turn, arm 
straight out fen" left turn, arm point­ 
ing down for slowing down and 
stopping.”

Wilmington, Del., July IO (AP) — 
Commissioner P. W. Foote dedicated 
his Pennsylvania Motor Police to the 
drastic-reduction of highway acci­ 
dents. 
Foote, speaking Friday night at a 
dinner given by his friends, placed 
the saving of lives before the mak­ 
ing of arrests.
